AN interesting article in The Railway 
Age on railroad foreclosures during 1879, 
shows that 65 roads were sold, against 48 
in 1878, 54 in 1877, and 30 in 1876.

In the last four years 
about one-fifth of the entire. railroad 
mileage and capital of the country has 
been brought to the auction-block.

The Maine Trouble, 

There is still considerable uneasiness 
at Augusta; but it is difficult to see upon 
what itis founded.

But if the latter theory is correct, there 
being 14 vacancies, 69 would _ be 
a quorum, and- the  organi- 
zation. of the house is solid in a 
legal sense. The question presented is, 
of course, a legal one that can, perhaps, 
be reviewed by the supreme court,and it 
is now said that the republicans propose 
to keep.the housedown to its’ present 
‘number while they go before the supreme 
court. As the term of the governor of 
the state is only one year, it is plain that 
the republicans havea small chance of 
getting into power.

issue of the Savannah Morning News, in 

which our esteemed contemporary is dis- 
‘posed to regard with favor the Sherman- 
Bayard proposition to demonetize silver. 
The arguments with which the News 
supports its indorsement of Mr. Bayard’s 
unwise and unnecessary assault upon the 
legal tender currency of the country are 
curious enough to entitle them to some 
consideration. Our esteemed contempo- 
rary, in the first place, starts out with the 
assertion that there can be no doubt that 
Mr, Bayard has the constitution on his 
side. But this is a mistake. There are 
considerable doubts on the subject. 
Mr. Bayard himself, more cautious than 
the News, merely says that there are 
“eminent jurists to-day who believe” 
that the legal tender act is un- 
constitutional. But admitting that 
the issue of legal tender notes 
igfundeniably unconstitutionla,it does not 
follow that the senator from Delaware 
has the contitution clearly on his side. 
We know of nothing in that instrument 
which makes it incumbent upon congress 
to violate a solemn pledge made by the 
government to the people. It may be 
unconstitutional to issue legal tender 
notes, but it is infamous to strip the 
greenbacks of their most vital quality. 
The question of constitutionality has no 
bearing whatever upon the Sherman-Bay- 
ard proposition. The greenbacks have 
been issued. For nearly eighteen years 
they have been used by the people to 
pay their debts, and now when they 
have reached a parity with gold it is pro- 
posed, in the interest of the money pow- 
er of the’ east to destroy their value as a 
debt-paying currency. This is merely 
the first step in a scheme which has for 
its aim the suspension of silver coinage, 
the demonetization of silver, and the in- 
auguration of gold as the only legal ten- 
der. As far as the effect of the greenback 
issue is concerned it has been and is pre- 
cisely the same as if the entire constitu- 
tion were taken up in affirming its va- 
lidity. It has entered into contracts and 
become a part of the laws of property. 
It has become, in brief, one of the rights 
| of the people. 

With respect to the argument that to 
strip the greenbacks of their lega] tender 
quality will depreciate their value and 
destroy the parity that now places them 
on a footing with gold, our esteemed con- 
temporary says there is nothing in it, 
because— | 

This can never occur sO long as greenbacks 
shall be redeemable by law in gold and silver, 
dollar for dollar. Before the war the issues of the 
state banks were not legal tender nor are bank 
notes to-day such tender. Yet there was no seri- 
ous difficulty ever felt in paying the debts due be- 
tween residents of the same State in the issues of 
the banks of such state, in good eredjt, before the 
war, nor is there any difficulty experienced i. 
this day and generation in the payment of debts 
in national bank notes. And just as long as 
green backs shall be redeemable in gold and silver, 
dollar for dollar, they will be receivable at their 
face value, and no one will ever for a moment re- 
fuse to take them, in any amount, for debts due. 
the convenience of transporting them will more 
than offset the actual loss in value which they 


might possibly sustain in having their legal ten- 
der qualities removed, 


This is queer reasoning and queerer 
still if it is intended to be a statement of 
~facts. Does not the editor of the News 
recall a time—various times, indeed— 
when the holders of state bank notes 
found it impossible to pay their debts 
with that particular currency or to get it 
redeemed, even? If the greenbacks were 
presented for redemption to-day would 
the law furnish sufficient gold for that 
purpose? Goinga little further into the 
discussion of the matter, the News says: 


Indeed, the only objection we have yet seen 
advanced to the resolution, which strikes us at all 
serious in its nature, is that the law provides that 
national banks shall keepa reserve of twenty-five 
per cent. on the amount of their issue in legal- 
tender money. This might occasion considera- 
ble embarrassment in our financial system in case 
the reserve could not be in greentacks; but no 
doubt congress,siouid it pass the resolution, would 
make proper provision to p event any serious 
effects resulting from this cause. 


This much is certain: Senator Bayard’s 
resolution makes no provision to prevent 
the serious effects alluded to by the 
News, and in order to give our contem- 
porary a clear idea of these effects, it may 
be well to mention that the passage of 
the resolution in question will deprive 
the national banks at once of a reserve 
fund of $346,000,000. These institutions 
will be compelled to purchase coin to be 
held as a reserve fund for the redemption 
of their notes. There is at this moment, 
according to official estimates, $50 t,000,- 
000 of gold, coin and bullion in the coun- 
try. Of this amount the treasury re- 
quires $150,000,000 as a reserve. Hs'i- 
mating $20,000,000 of the stock as in c'r- 
culation on the Pacific coast, this would 
leave $134,000,000 for national bank re- 
serves. In October last, when they were 
drained by the demands of the crop 
movements, these institutions held 
$154,000,000. of lawful money, and 
at the lowest estimate they 
would need $1390,000,000. Where 
would the national banks get the $116,- 
000,000 necessary to carry on ther busi- 
ness? Itisto be remembered, too, that 
state and private. banks would need 
about $65,000,000 as a reserve upon their 
deposits. | 
Let us recapitulate: With the legal 
tener quality of the greenbacks de- 
stroyed, the national banks would re- 
quire $154,000,000 of gold as a reserve; 
the United States treasury would require 
$150,000,000; state banks and _ private 
bankers would require $65,000,000; and 
$20,000,000 would be in circulation in the 
Pacific states. There would be, it will be 


to meet the demands; and these figures, 
it is to be observed, make no provision 
for a dollar of circulation in the Atlantic 
states, for the $162,000,000 now estimated 
to be in circulation would be withdrawn 
by the demands of the treasury and the 
banks. 

We are willing to leave it to the News 
to say whether these facts are worth any- 
thing—whether they have any material 
bearing upon the question of the depre- 
ciation of the greenbacks—whether they 
do not point clearly toa financial panic 
in which every interest willseverely suffer 
save that of the money-power ef the 
east. We are willing to leave these 
things altogether out of the question and 
} base our opposition to the Sherman-Bay-. 
ard scheme upon certain facts which the
